a fat goose. The birds and animala 
can be had from live cents up. 

the thiiigs mentioned in these 
dramatic times could be symbolized 
wlt6 pretty triflea bought at the ten 
cent atore or elaewhere, for favora. 
Tho tollowinf thlafo aro aaoa an4 ara 
all aultable: Papier mache pumpkin 
plea, candy boxea made like ears of 
corn, kegs, cannon. Indian baakata 
and tomahawks. The kegs wei^ al- 
ways a part of the New England 
Thanksgiving, .md they held root 
beer inade iiy the Indian women— 
and niolassPH. which waa used tor 
the pies famoua to this day. 

Another arauaing idea for a Thanks- 
giving table scene cmild be a dem- 
onstration of the great progrcas of 
the years. Thia scene mlgiit bold a 
paper aeroplane, an auloinobile, little 
French bandboxes and dolls dressed 
to depict the various races that have 
invaded the coniitrv There could be 
a negro, a ('hliianiaii, a Kuasian ('os- 
aack. an Indian laborer, a German, a 
Frenchman and ao on. There should 
be Uttla Amertea ilaga for aouvonirn 
or trlgualngn, flag oandy bozoa ant' 
plenty of rod. whita aad bhia ribbon 
tying aouvontia, plaeo cards aad
